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Who Blew the Safe? 


When are the thugs who blew the Election 
Board safe going to be arrested for their brazen 
part in the Kansas City election thievery? 

That black act took place on the night of May 
27-28—seven months ago. Presumably the 
skilled agents of the FBI have been seeking the 
perpetrators ever since. 

Yet not a soul has been tracked down. Or if 
one has been tracked down, he has not been ar- 
rested or indicted. — . 

is this? n 

Asking this question does not belittle what 
has been accomplished since the belated investi- 
gation into the 1946 primary fraud case got 
under way. With the assistance of Richard K. 
Phelps, special assistant Attorney General, two 
federal grand juries have indicted a total of 41 
persons for vote frauds, as distinguished from 
perjury and jury tampering. 

Most of these 41 persons are awaiting trial. 
One has pleaded guilty and another pleaded no 


contest. Three have been convicted. Charges 


against three were dismissed and four have been 
acquitted. 

All of these indictments, however, relate only 
to the vote frauds committed in the polling 
places on primary day. Not a one relates to the 


safe blowing 10 months later at which time much. 


of the vote fraud evidence was stolen. 

The setting of the crime was a simple one. It 
, took place inside the vault of the Kansas City 
Board of Election Commissioners, which has 
space in the skyscraper courthouse. The only 
door which Is not locked at night is the garage 
door .and it is under 24-hour guard. 

In short, there is every reason to believe that 
the safe blowing and the theft of sacks of bal- 
lots from 32 of the 34 precincts, then under 
county investigation, was an inside job pure and 
simple. 

If it was an inside job, it appears that the FBI 
long ago would have found clews. Who was in 


‘the building at closing time? Who came in at 


the garage door and who went out? Surely the 
investigation has not been entirely fruitless. 
Expert burglaries are solved every day in the 
year. This one hardly could have baffled the 
sharp agents who work for J. Edgar Hoover. 

Attorney General Clark may well take time 
out and give this aspect of the Kansas City case 
some attention. He will remember that his De- 
partment of Justice could find nothing to in- 
vestigate in the way of primary frauds until an 
aroused public opinion and the safe blowing 
forced him to act. 

Let him now reflect on the fact that the thugs 
who blew the safe are still at large, unknown to 
the public: Who are they? 

The Post-Dispatch does not believe that the 
FBI could be stumped in its efforts to ferret 
out the safe blowers. 

Unless the FBI's solution to this crime is 
shortly presented, a suspicion will grow to the 
effect that there has been political interference. 
Such a suspicion already exists in some 
quarters. 
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Not According to Ability 

The undemocratic “quota system,” which many 
colleges and universities have employed to re- 
strict enrollment of minority group representa- 
tives, has been severely criticized by the Presi- 
dent’s Commission on Higher Education. A 
large majority of a panel of 28 educators from 
all parts of the nation takes the view that apply- 
ing quotas runs the danger of setting up an 
“intellectual elite.” 

The report, which President Truman gave out 
at the White House, said that for the great 
majority of boys and girls the kind and amount 
of education they may hope to attain depends, 
not vn their abilities, but on the family or com- 
munity into which they happen to be. born, or 
worse still, on the color of their skin or the re- 
ligioh of their parents.” 

It is a reproach to our demooracy that such a 
statement can be truthfully made. Responsibility 
rests not on students but on their elders and 
educators themselves. What students in this day 
and age think about quotas is typified by the 
reaction of the student Social Work club at 
Washington University to the announcement that 
Negroes will be admitted to the School of Social 


Work. Members of the organization sent their

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The Wall Street Journal, the nation’s 
foremost financial paper, claims that the 
45,000 automobile dealers in this country in 
1947 will make from 50 to 70 per cent on 
their investment, compared with the nor- 
mal prewar return of 15 per cent. It quotes 
leaders in the industry as saying that “some 
dealers are making so much money they 
can't even count it.” 

Several reasons are responsible for this 
affluence. For one, new-car dealers are 
making big money in used-car trade-ins, 


‘ while before the war they usually took a 


loss on cars traded in. Another is that the 
repair and accessory business is booming 
because of the servicing of the 20,000,000 
prewar cars and the hastily constructed 
1946 models. which were hurriedly built right 
after the war ended. 


Then again, the profits per car, because 
of the higher prices of automobiles, have 
increased. For instance, on the sale price 
alone, a Cadillac dealer now makes $1005 
on a model that carries a factory price of 
$4190. Before the war that same type car 
sold for $3080 and the profit was $739. 


How Profits Have Risen 


To give you an idea of the vast spread 
between dealers’ profits in the prewar and 
postwar, here are some figures of a typical 
prewar sale. In 1941 the average car cost 
about $900, giving the dealer a profit of 
24 per cent, or $216. But he could count 
upon a loss of about 8 per cent ($72) on a 
trade-in; so his gross profit was cut to 
about $144 on the transaction. ; 


Here is the way that same deal figures 
today. The car that sold in 1941 for $900, 
today sells for about $1400. Since the deal- 
er’s profit is the same 24 per cent, he now 
nets a profit of $336. But instead of tak- 
ing an 8 per, cent loss on the trade-in, he 
can figure to make an additional gross 
profit of 25 or 30 per ‘cent on the sale price 
of the new car on his trade-in. Thus he 
makes another $378 in profits and there- 
fore, instead of making $144 gross profit, 


Not satisfied with swollen gains from larger gross margins and 
trade-in profits, some dealers are black-marketing, labor paper 
charges; manufacturers won't act against profiteers so publicity 
must be invoked; facts promised concerning a St, Louis distributor, 


From the St. Louis Labor Tribune ’ 


he now takes $714, or a nearly 400 per cent 
increase over the prewar rate, 

But that isn’t all. The sale of accesso- 
ries as a condition to buying a new car, is 
another profitable sideline. The profit on 
these “take these or we won't sell you the 
car” accessories is about 40 per cent. 

The above figures were compiled by the 
International Association of Machinists 
and published recently in its national week- 
ly, the Machinist. 

Yet over and above all this, it is com- 


mon knowledge that some big dealers, par-“ 


ticularly those having agencies for the 
highest-priced cars, have charged fantastic 
under-the-countér premiums for déliveries, 
usually selling the car to some straw party 
who doesn’t have the price of a bicycle, 
and then having the title transferred to 
the real purchaser. 0 


Way It Is Worked i 


In most cases such deals have been han- 
dled by some “trusted” agent in order to 
keep the “legitimate”. dealer in the clear. 
These agents have been “used” by the 
greedy distributor who “permits” them, the 
small dealers, to make a couple of hundred 
dollars on each car, while he, the “legiti- 
mate” distributor, keeps the cream. 


A preliminary investigation of one of the 
largest local new-car dealers shows how 
frequently and irritatingly this extortion 
has been carried on. If the motor car 
manufacturers don’t do something drastic 
about it like taking away the guilty dis- 
tributor’s franchise, then the spotlight of 
pitiless newspaper publicity will, This 
newspaper is now gathering irrefutable 
data for a series of articles concerning one 
of the largest local new-car distributors, 
which will make interesting reading, 


There is no excuse whatever for such 
black marketing in view of the need by the 
public for automobiles—at list price—and 
of the fantastic profits already being made 
by some distributors at the expense of the 
public and the small car dealers,

St. Louis theater owners intend 
to file suit attacking the consti- 
tutionality of the new 5 per cent 
city tax on theater admissions, 
one of the five new municipal 
taxes voted yesterday by the 
Board of Aldermen, James H. Ar- 
thur, president of the Fanchon & 
Marco movie chain, said today. 

He reported the suit, charging 
the city exceeded its authority in 
levying the tax, will be filed as 
soon as it can be prepared by at- 
torneys. The Motion Picture The- 
ater Owners’ committee, which 
was organized to oppose passage 
of the revenue measure, will meet 
Monday to complete arrangements 
for the court test, he said. 

The new tax bills, intended to 
give the city an estimtaed $1,700,- 
000 additional revenue, will be 
signed by Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann as soon as enforcement ma- 
chinery can be set up, he an- 
unced. 8

Printing new cigarette tax 
stamps will cause some delay, he 
pointed out, but all the measures 
must be signed by Jan. 5 or they 
become law without his signature. 
A bill to increase salaries of 
city employes $2,136,000 -a year, 
also approved by the board, will 
be signed as soon, as ible, to 
make the increases effective Jan. 
1, he said. Employes will receive 
increases of $20 to $35 a month. 
The new revenue measures will 
increase the city cigarette tax 
from the present 2 cents a pack- 
age to 3 cents. Other forms of 
tobacco will be taxed 5 per cent. 
Five per cent taxes also will be 
placed on boxing and wrestling 
show admissions, baseball, foot- 
ball and other sport shows, and 
on theater and other amusement 
tickets. : 
Praise for Aldermen. 
At a press.conference after the 
aldermanic session, Mayor Kauf- 
mann said: “All in all, the board 
did an excellent job. 
“These are temporary measures 
which will remain only until the 
city can augment its revenue from 
other sources, Particularly we 
need help from the state legisla- 
ture, through sharing in sales tax 
revenue and other income.” 


If costs come down to the point 
where city expenses can be re- 
duced, he continued, the revenue 
measures will be repealed, The 
economy program, in which 650 
city employes have been laid off, 
will not be affected passage of 
the revenue bills, he declared, 
pointing out that the salary in- 
creases are greater than the an- 
ticipated revenue from the new 
tax measures. 


The city is seeking an enabling 
act to permit it to levy an earn- 
ings tax and also wants the state 
to relieve it of operating City San- 
itarlum and the St. Louis Train- 
ing School. If City Sanitarium 
were taken over by the state, it 
has been estimated St. Louis 
would save $1,000,000 a year and 
if the state accepted responsibility 
for the training school, an addi- 
tional $400,000 would be saved, the 
Mayor recalled. ä 

As city employes looked down 
from the crowded gallery, the 
aldermen voted 27 to 1 to increase 
salaries. Votes on the revenue 
measures were: Cigarette tax, 21 


to 7; other tobacco tax, 23 to 5; 


boxing and wrestling admissions, 
23 to 5; baseball, football and oth- 
er sports, 22 to 6, and theater 
tickets, 18 to 10. All eight Demo- 
crats and two Republicans voted 
against raising the tax on theater 
tickets, 


Iincluded in the sports to be 
taxed 5 per cent, besides baseball 
and football games, are auto rac- 
ing, motorcycle racing, basketball, 
ice skating, ice hockey, soccer, 
tennis and roller skating. Rodeos 
and horse and stock shows also 
will pay 5 per cent tax. 

To permit passage of the reve- 
nue and salary measures before 
the Christmas holiday, the board 
suspended its rules.

Class Hatreds Threaten Nations, 
Pope Says in Christmas Message 


Encyclical Asserts Mankind Views With Sad- 
ness and Trepidation Failure to 
Secure the Peace. 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 20 (AP) — 
Pope Pius XII declared in a 
Chirstmas message to the world 
today that class hatred threatens 
“to undermine and overthrow the 
very foundations” of nations. 

The 1100-word encyclical, entitled 
“Optatissima Pax” (Most Desired 
Peace), urged Catholics the world 
over to pray for peace. 

Mankind, the Pope said, views 
with sadness and trepidation the 
failure to secure the peace after 
the vicissitudes of war. 

He added: 

“In not a few nations—already 
devastated by the world conflict 
and the ruins of miseries that have 
been the dolorous consequence of 
it—the social classes, reciprocally 
agitated by bitter hatred, threaten 
with innumerable tumults and 
turbulences to undermine and 
overthrow the very foundation of 
the states.” 

The encyclical was issued in 
Italian, under the Latin title. 

“Those who, with a permed- 
‘itated plan, thoughtlessly raise up 
the crowd, exciting it to tumult, 
to sedition and to offenses against 
the liberty of others, without a 
doubt do not operate to mitigate 
the poverty of the people, but 
rather increase it an. provoke ex- 
treme ruin, aggravating hatred 
and interrupting the course of the 
works of urban life,” it said, 

Text of Encyclical, 

Following is the text of the en- 
cyclical, as translated unofficially 
from Italian: 

“Venerable brothers: Saluta- 
tions and apostolic blessing: 

“The most desired peace, which 
ought to be ‘the tranquility of or- 
der’ and ‘tranquil liberty,’ after the 
cruel vicissitudes of a long war 
still wavers uncertain, as all note 
with sadness and trepidation, and 
keeps the spirits of people as 
though suspended in anguished 
anxiety: While on the other hand 
in not a few nations—already dev- 
astated by the world conflict and 
by the ruins and miseries that 
have been the dolorous conse- 
quence of it— the social classes 
mutually agitated by a bitter ha- 
tred, with innumerable tumults 
and turbulences, threaten, as all 
see, to undermine and overturn the 
very foundations of states. 

“Before this distressing and mis- 
erable spectacle our soul is op- 
pressed by great bitterness and it 
seems to us that the paternal and 
universal mandate, which we have 
received from God, moves us to 
exhort all peoples to the will to ex- 
tinguish the secret hatreds and 
happily renew concord, but also 
to admonish all those that are our 
sons in Christ that they raise to 
heaven more fervent prayers, that 
they truly know that which is done 
without Divine propitiation comes 
out wanting and sterile, according 
to the sentence of the Psalmist: 
‘Except the Lord build the house, 
they labor in vain that build it’.” 

Prompt Remedy Needed. 

“Immense are the evils to which 
it is necessary to apply a remedy, 
a remedy that cannot be longer 
delayed. For on the one hand the 
economy in many nations, because 
of the very great military expen- 
ditures and the enormous destruc- 
tion of war, is in a state of such 
uncertainty and exhaustion that 
often it is not in condition to re- 
solve the problems that arise an 
to provide for those opportune 
works with which work could’ be 
given to such as are, unfortunate- 
ly, constrained against their will 
to unfruitful idleness; on the oth- 
er hand, unfortunately, there are 
not lacking those who aggravate 
and batten on the misery of the 
proletarian classes, and hence ob- 
struct those noble forces with 
which, with strict order and with 
justice, the rebuilding of fortunes 
now dispersed is attempted. 
But it is necessary, finally 
that all understand that it is not 
with discord, with tumults, with 
fraternal massacres that lost goods 
may be regained or those in dan- 
ger saved, but only with active 
concord, with mutual understand- 
ings; with peaceful labor, 

“Those who, with a premeditat- 
ed plan, thoughtlessly raise up the 
crowd, exciting it to tumult, to 
sedition and to offenses against 
the liberty of others, without a 
doubt do not operate to mitigate 
the poverty of the people, but 
rather increase it and provoke ex- 
treme ruin, aggravating hatred 
and interrupting the course of the 
works of urban life. In fact, the 
struggle of parties, “was and will 
be for many peoples a calamity 


greater than war itself, than fam- 
nine and than epidemics.” (A quo- 
tation from the Latin Historian 
Livy). . 
Public Welfare First. 

“But at the same time it is in- 
cumbent upon all to understand 


at the present and so dangerous 
for the future as to make it neces- 
sary for each—and especially he 
who has greater goods—to put the 
common welfare before private ad- 
vantages and profits. 

“And before everything else it 
is absolutely urgent to pacify spir- 
its, bring them back to fraternal 
consensus, to mutual understand- 
ing, to reciprocal co-operation, so 
as to be able to carry out those 
doctrines and those directive 
norms that are consentient with 
Christian teachings and the con- 
ditions of the present hour. 

“Let all remember that the ag- 
gregation of evils which we have 
had to suffer in past years has 
fallen upon humanity principally 
because the divine religion of 
Jesus Christ, which is the uphold- 
er of mutual charity among citi- 
zens, peoples and races, does not 
regulate, as it should, private life, 
domestic and public. If hence by 
reason of this estrangement from 
Christ the straight road has been 
lost, it is necessary to return to 
Him in public life as in private; if 
error has dimmed minds, it is 
necessary to return to that truth 
which, being divinely revealed, in- 
dicates the way that leads to 
Heaven; if finally hatred has 
brought deadly fruit, it is neces- 
— to relight that Christian love 
which alone can stamp out so 
many mortal plagues, overcome so 
many frightful perils,, sweeten so 
much bitter suffering. 

“And thus because the Christ- 
mas solemnities are now approach- 
ing, which lead us,to the contem- 
plation of the child Jesus which 
wails in the manger, of angelic 
choruses imploring peace for men, 
we hold it opportune to make an 
ardent exhortation to all Chris- 
tians, and especially to those who 
are in the flower of their age, to 
visit in goodly numbers the holy 
crib and there pour out their 
prayers, to seek of the Divine in- 
fant that He may deign to extin- 
guish and remove the torches that 
are threateningly shaken in ha- 
tred, in seditions and tumults. 

“May He illuminate with His 
celestial light the minds of those 
who often, rather than moved by 
stubborn malice, are deceived by 
errors cloaked by the specious ap- 
pearance of true love. May He 
repress and placate hatred in 
spirits, compose discord, revive 
and reinvigorate Christian charity. 

“To those who enjoy a great 
fortune, may He teach a prudent 
generosity toward the poor: then 
to those who suffer by reason of 
their poor and uncomfortable con- 
dition, may He, with His example 
and with His aid, bring spiritual 
consolations and turn them to de- 
sire above all those celestial goods, 
which are the best goods and 
which will never become less. 

Prayers of Children. 

“In the present anguish, we put 
much confidence in the prayers of 
the innocent babies that the Di- 
vine Redeemer particularly re- 
ceives and loves best. Let them 
then raise to Him, during the 


f | Christmas solemnity, their candid 


voices, imploring peace, concord, 
mutual charity. And let to their 
fervent prayers be united more- 
over those exercises of Christian 
piety and those generous offerings 
with which Divine justice, offend- 
ed by so much guile, may be pla- 
cated and at the same time indig- 
ent may receive—in the measure 
that the means of each permit— 
opportune aid. 

“We have complete faith, ven- 
erable brothers, that with assidous 
obligation and diligence, of which 
we have so many proofs, you will 
see.that our paternal exhortations 
are put into practice and obtain 
happy fruit, and that all, but espe- 
cially the children, will respond 
with willing passion to these our 
invitations that you will make 
yours, 

“Comforted by this tender hope, 
both to you singly and universally 
and fo the flocks confided to your 
care we impart with effusion of 
spirit the apostolic benediction, at- 
tested by our paternal benevolence 
and augur of celestial grace.

HEATING BY TENANTS 


Some tenants, living in multiple 
dwelling units where the landlord 
is required to supply the heat, are 
getting hot under the collar in in- 
creasing numbers because their 
Apartments and rooms are not 
kept warm enough to suit them. 

Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck, city 
health commissioner, said yester- 
day the number of complaints 
against negligent landlords since 
the beginning of the current heat- 
ing season has icreased at least 
10 per cent over the number re- 
ceived last year—“and the rate is 
increasing,” he added. : 

Under a revised code, Dr. Bre- 
deck pointed out, landlords of 
this type of dwelling are required 
to keep temperatures at least 70 
degrees during the day and at 
least 60 degrees at night. If ten- 
ants have evidence that this code 
is being violated, the health com- 
missioner suggested calling the 
city sanitation section or the Po- 
lice Department with a request 
that the landlord be arrested.

LETS GRAND JURY 
GO OVER PROTEST 
BY PROSEGUTOR

Benton Judge Recesses 
Inquiry After Members 
Say It Is Being Used 


for Political Purposes. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


BENTON, III., Dec. 20—The 
Franklin county grand jury, which 
last Wednesday reported indict- 
ments charging Mayor Virgil H. 
Center ‘and Chief of Police Wil- 
bert L. Johnson with nonfeasance 
in office through failure to sup- 
press gambling, was excused yes- 
terday until further order of court 
on a resolution signed by 18 of 
the 23 members, who asserted the 
grand jury was being used at 
county expense for “selfish politi- 
cal purposes.” 0 

The resolution, signed by the 
foreman, Thad L. King, and 17 
other jurors, stated that the nine 
days the jury was in session were 
used by State's Attorney J. Max 
Mitchell “in bringing parties be- 
fore the jury who could in no wise 
‘assist it in returning indictments.” 
“The grand jury feels that its time 
is being wasted, and asks that it 
be discharged until such time as 
the State’s Attorney presents evi- 
dence of serious crimes,” the res- 
olution added, 

Circuit Judge Ben W. Eovaldi, 
in charge of the grand jury, re- 
fused to discharge the body, but 
excused it from further service 
until such time as Mitchell pre- 
sents petitions indicating that he 
has evidence of felonies to pre- 


sent to the jury. The grand jury’s 
term runs to next Feb. 2. 
Protest by Mitchell. 

Mitchell, who protested against 
the grand jury being excused, told 
the court that three felony indict- 
ments had been voted since 
Wednesday, but the indictments 
had not been signed by Foreman 
King. He said he proposed to 
make a complete investigation of 
liquor and gambling violations in 
the county “and of officials who 
failed to perform their duties.” 
Mitchell said he had intended pre- 
senting evidence in about 50 cases, 
and asserted he was also using 
the grand jury in an investigation 
of liquor and gambling violations 
“because county officers have 
failed to conduct the investiga- 
tions.” 

The State’s Attorney contended 
that excusing the jury had the ef- 
fect of dismissing it from further 
service, and that evidence in the 
three felony indictments. cited 
would have to be reintroduced. 
Mitchell told the Post-Dispatch 
that the resolution was circulated 
following a private conference be- 


tween Foreman King and Judge 
Eovaldi, and that he was locked 
out of the grand jury room while 
the document was being signed. 
He asserted he was refused per- 
mission by Judge Eovaldi to read 
the resolution, but was advised of 
its content by the five members 
of the jury who refused to sign. 
Petition Urges Inquiry. 

Present in court when the grand 
jury was excused were representa- 
tives of the Franklin county 
W. C. T. U., headed by Mrs. Louis 
Ellis, vice president, who told the 
Post-Dispatch she carried a peti- 
tion bearing 166 signatures de- 
manding that the jury investigate 
county conditions. In a statement 
following the court’s action, Mrs. 
Ellis charged that “things appar- 
ently were getting too hot for 
Franklin county officials.” 

Mitchell explained that while 
the non-feasance charge against 
Mayor Center and Chief of Police 
Johnson is a misdemeanor, the 
charge must be brought by indict- 
ment, rather than on an informa- 
tion, because it involves removal 
from office. Also indicted on 
Wednesday were Cecil Pemberton 
and Randoll Burt, alleged opera- 
tors of a Benton handbook, who 
were charged with running a com- 
mon gaming establishment, a mis- 
demeanor. 

Judge Eovaldi told the 
Post-Dispatch the grand jury res- 
olution had been filed with the 
circuit clerk as a permanent rec- 


ord, He estimated that the nine- 


day session of the grand jury cost 
the county $850, but said he would 
“be happy to call them back when 
the State’s Attorney is ready to 
present evidence of felonies.”

Physicians Cited for ‘Contempt’ of 


Common Cold, Urged to Fight It 


Organized Efforts Required, Specialist Says 
——Points to Successes Achieved Through

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (UP)—A 
physician took his colleagues to 
task today for their “contempt” 
of the common cold and urged a 


program of mobilized research to 
find a cure for this disease that 
costs Americans one billion dollars

r. Noah D. Fabricant, a nose 


said he believed that the answer 
to the problem of the common 
cold could be found if scientists 
mobilized their effort in a pro- 
gram. Dr. Fabricant is assistant 
of the department of 
etolarngology at the University of 
Illinois College of Medicine. 

Writing in the American Journ- 
al of Medical Sciences, Dr. Fabri- 
cant said there are three maih 
peaks of incidence of the common 
cold each year. He listed them as 
in October and November, the sec- 
ond peak in January, and the 
third in March and April. 

e degree of susceptibility 
and resistance varies from indi- 
vidual to another and from 
year to year,” he said, “A cer- 
tain degree of immunity develops 
as a result of a cold, but it is 
short duration, not more than 
several weeks or months after an 


attack.” 
Dr. Fabricant said numerous 


attempts had been made to devel- 
op a vaccine against the common 
cold, but that all had failed. He 
said today physicians treat — 
common cold with contempt— the 
same as was done in ancient 
Rome. 

Although organized science has 
succeeded in the solution of ato- 
mic energy,” he said, “it has not 
solved the riddle of the common 
cold, , 

“The discovery of atomic energy 
was made possible because men 
who knew most about their spe- 
cialities convened and pooled their 
knowledge. Whereas in the past 
fundamental discoveries have been 
made by isolated workers devot- 
ing their leisure time to research, 
present day experience indicates 
that most progress comes from 
the co-operative effort of individ- 
uals having training and back-

Following is the tert of Secre- 
tary of State Marshall's radio 
address from Washington last 
night on the results of the 
meeting in London of the Big 
Four foreign ministers: 


HE result of the recent meet- 

ing of the Council of Foreign 

Ministers in London was dis- 
appointing. I realize that the 
many lengthy statements and the 
frequent and fundamental dis- 
agreements were very confusing 
to the general public. the 
continuous accusations against the 
good faith, the integrity and the 
purposes of the governments of 


greatly to the 
was, as a matter of fact, one of 


the purposes of these attacks. 


I anticipated great difficulty in 
reaching a comprehensive agree- 
ment but I did have a hope that 
we might take three or four fun- 
“damental decisions which would 
permit immediate action by the 
four powers to alleviate the situa- 
tion in Germany this winter and 
greatly improve the prospects for 
all of Europe. That we failed to 
reach any such agreements is the 
greatest disappointment. 


The United States delegation 
went to London with an open 
mind, as I had stated we would in 
Chicago, but we went with a 
strong determination to bring to 
an end the division of Germany 
which has existed since the Ger- 
man capitulation. We were also 
determined that any agreement 
reached at London should be a 
genuine workable agreement, and 
not one which would immediately 
involve obstruction and frustra- 
tion in the Allied Control Council 
when it came to be put into effect 
in Germany. 


A Dreary Repetition. 

I shall review only briefly the 
interminable discussions, during 
the weeks of debate at London. To 
us it was but a dreary repetition 
of what had been sald and resaid 
at the Moscow conference, I shall 
endeavor, however, to point out 
the main issues on which the con- 
ference deadlocked and give you 
my estimate of the underlying 
reasons. p * 

The basic issue, as we saw it be- 
fore the opening of the London 
conference, was whether or not 
the allies could agree among them- 
selves to re-unite Germany. 

The issue in regard to the Aus- 
trian Treaty was even simpler and

As a result, with the ex- 
ception of one day of discussion of 
Austria and the Austrian treaty, 
it was not until after ten days of 
meetings that the conference real- 
ly reached the heart of the Ger- 
man question. These first ten 
meetings were devoted to futile 
and somewhat unreal discussion 
of the mechanisms for the prepa- 
ration. of an eventual German 
peace treaty before the question 
of whether or not there was to be 
a united Germany had even been 
considered. There was one ques- 
tion, however, of real substance 
during this phase of the discus- 
sion which had a direct applica- 
tion not only to a German peace 
treaty but also to the immediate 
situation in Germany. This was 
the on of the present and 
future frontiers of the German 
state. No serious consideration of 
a peace treaty could be undertak- 
en without first considering what 
was to be the area of the future 
German state. Three delegations 
had already expressed their agree- 
ment that the area of the Saar 
should be separated from Ger- 
many and integrated into French 
economy. Mr. Molotov refused to 
commit his government on this 
point. 


No Reconciliation Possible. 
On this vital matter of frontiers, 
three delegations agreed to the 
establishment of a frontier com- 
mission or commissions to make 
an expert study of any proposed 
from the pre-war fron- 
tiers.

‘Reparations as Issue. 

Reparations soon emerged as a 
key issue, For the benefit of those 
not fully familiar with past nego- 
tiations on this subject I wish to 
explain that a definite agreement 
had been concluded two years ago 
at Potsdam that reparation pay- 
ments would be made by the 
transfer of surplus capital assets, 
that is, factories, machinery, and 
assets abroad, and not by pay- 
ments from time to time out of 
the daily output of German pro- 


cision was to avoid an issue that 
would continue through the years 
between Germany and the Allies 
and between the Allies themselves 
concerning her ability to pay and 
the actual value of payments 
which had been made in goods. 
Also, it was clearly evident that 
for many years Germany would 
be involved in a desperate strug-| 


&\ ery program. The success of such 


a program would necessarily mean 
the establishment of a balance in 
which the sixteen western nations, 
who have bound their hopes and 
efforts together, would be rehabil- 
itated, strong in forms of govern- 
ment which guarantee true free- 
dom, opportunity to the individual, 
and protection against the terror 
of governmental tyranny. 
The issue is really clear-cut and 
I fear there can be no settlement 
until the coming months demon- 
strate whether or not the civiliza- 
tion of western Europe will prove 
vigorous enough to rise above the 
destructive effects of the war and 
restore a healthy society. Officials 
of the Soviet Union and leaders 
of the communist parties openly 
predict that this restoration will 
not take place. We on the other 
hand are confidént in: the re- 
habilitation of western European 
civilization with its freedoms. 
Now, until the result of this 
struggle becomes clearly apparent, 
there will continue to be a very 
rea] difficulty to resolve even on 
paper agreed terms for a treaty of 
peace. The situation must be 
stabilized. Western nations at the 
very least must be firmly estab- 
lished on a basis of government 
and freedoms that will preserve 
all that has been gained in the 
past centuries by these nations 
and all that their co-operation 
promises for the future.

“That has been our hope through- 
out, It is difficult to speak of it 
with too much enthusiasm.” 

Elsewhere in Western Europe, 
Truman's message won general ap- 
proval from all but the Communist 


press. 
Reaction In Germany. 

In Germany, newspapers licensed 
by the Western powers hailed the 
inclusion of Western Germany in 
the plan as offering hope for re- 
covery and peace, The Soviet-con- 
trolled press in Germany continued 
to attack the Marshall plan as a 
measure of “enslavement of West- 
ern Europe by Wall street.” 

The official newspaper of the 
Social Democratic party de- 
nounced such attacks. “We hope 
that the economic reconstruction 
of Germany will become the pri- 
mary objective (of the Marshall 
plan),” the newspaper said. “If 
this comes true, we will have in a 
short time a much improved po- 
litical atmosphere, not only in Eu- 
rope but in the whole world.” 

In Vienna, the Communist news- 
paper, Volkstimme said Truman's 
outline proved the colonial condi- 
tions” of the plan, 

Most of the Italian non-Com- 
munist press praised the program.

CANBERRA, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
Dr. Richard Van der Riet Wool- 
ley, director of the Common- 
wealth solar observatory of Can- 
berra, said last night he calculat- 
ed that the new comet in south- 
ern skies was about 80,000,000 
Miles away when it was first 
sighted.

$18,500,204 in total benefits paid 
during the 1946-1947 fiscal year to 
all eligible jobless individuals, it 
was said. 

The figures, from the records of 
the department, are in sharp con- 
trast to an estimate yesterday by 
the Associated Industries of Mis- 
souri, an organization of employ- 
ers, that payments during that 


voluntarily totaled about $8,000,- 
000. That estimate was 43 per 
cent of the total paid.

ARAB STATES SAID TO. BACK 
GUERRILLA WAR IN PALESTINE 


Reported Program Calls for Aid in Getting 
Arms and Equipment for 
Volunteer Bands. 


By MAX BOYD 
CAIRO, Dec. 20 (AP)—Behind 
the generalities of a communique 
issued by the Arab states Wed- 
nesday there is reported to be a 
definite plan to aid the volunteer 
guerrilla bands upon which many 
Arabs rely to create such havoc 
in Palestine that the United Na- 
tion will back down on partition. 


The communique, issued after 
a long conference of the heads of 
the seven Arab states, promised a 
fight to the finish against the 
decision to split. Palestine into 
separate Jewish and Arab states. 


The volunteer bands will be 
composed mainly of Palestinian 
Arabs, but under the reported 
plan the Arab governments would 
permit volunteers to join them 
freely and would help them get 
arms and equipment. Between 
attacks on Jewish settlements and 
convoys, the guerrillas may be 
expected to pull back into neigh- 
boring Syria for rest and refitting. 

Regular Arab armies, by plan, 
will continue to guard the bor- 
ders of the Holy Land pending 
the British withdrawal of troops. 
About that time, another meeting 
of Arab representatives from 
Syria, Leb- 
anon, Iraq, Trans-Jordan and Te- 
men probably will be held to de- 
cide what to do next. 

406 Dead to Date. 


Bloody communal fighting since 
partition was voted Nov, 29 al- 
ready has cost 406 lives in the 
Middle East, 285 of them in Pal- 
estine alone, 

The major question concerning 
the Arabs right now is the 
strength of the guerrilla bands 
and the ability of Hagana, the 
Jewish defense force, to protect 
Jewish settlements and food sup- 
plies against Arab attacks. Ha- 
gana is far better organized and 
equipped than were the Zionists 
during the Arab revolt of 1936-39. 

It seems certain that there will 
be much more bloodshed on each 
side. Future casualties cannot be 
forecast accurately by anyone. 
Thousands fell in the 1936-39 re. 
volt. 1 

The great number ot Jewish 
settlements in the Ho Land 
tends to disperse Hagana, in de- 
fiance of the military rule to con- 
centrate forces, Many of the set- 
tlements, however, are well forti- 
fied and strategically placed for 
defense. 

Jewish settlements in the pro- 
posed new Arab state area present 
a special problem, Should the 
regular Arab armies move into 
this area after the British pull 
out, Hagana, or the Jewish state, 
may be forced to decide whether 
to send Jewish forces in to pro- 
tect the <ettlements.

After a 
complete knowledge of this, treat- 
ment can be individually applied 
with much more intelligence. 

Penicillin will not cure or re 
lieve all forms of asthma, In those 
cases where a particulur bacteria, 
or group of bacteria, are the of- 
fending agents, and where these 
are of the variety which are sen- 
aitive to this drug, then the use 
of penicillin may be beneficial. 
For this form of treatment peni- 
cillin ig most often used as a 
spray (aerosol) in order to get to 
the deeper es where these 
bacteria are more likely to hide.
